Curtain Is Dropped

Premier Clemenceau was the leading 
actor in the final drama.

PARCEL POST SHOWS 


INCREASED BUSINESS 


One evidence of the growing pros- 


perity of Janesville is shown by. tho 
great increase in parcel post business 
at the local post office since last year, 
according to Postmaster J. J. Cun- 
ningham. 
A tabulation oE the business has 


been kept since last October. Dur- 
ing 15 business days, from Oct. 1 to 
15 it was found that 22,636 pounds 
of parcels were handled, which in- 
cludes 12,296 pieces coming in and 
13,000 pieces going out, making a 
total of 25,296 parcels.
